In  both  of  the  Lives  of  William  Harvey,  M.D.,  by 
Robert  Willis,  M.D.,  printed  in  1847  (pagination 
XVII.),  and  in  1878  (p.  154)  is  stated  “ William 
Harvey,  the  immortal  discoverer  of  the  circulation  of 
the  Blood,  was  born  on  the  1st  of  April,  1578.”  To 
this  statement  is  a footnote,  in  both  editions  of  the  Lives, 
that  “ The  birthday  in  some  of  the  lives  is  stated  to  be 
the  2nd  of  April  for  no  better  reason,  apparently,  than 
that  All  Fools’  Day,  should  not  lose  its  character,  by 
giving  birth  to  a great  man.  William  Harvey,  I be- 
lieve, he  has  added,  was  born  on  the  1st  of  April.” 

In  both  editions  of  the  printed  “ Roll  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  in  London ,”  by  William  Munk,  M.D., 
and  printed  in  1861  and  1878,  is  stated! 

“ William  Harvey,  M.  D. — This  distinguished 
physician,  the  greatest  physiologist  the  world  has 
seen,  and  the  brightest  ornament  of  our  college,  was 
born  on  the  1st,  or  2nd  of  April,  1578.” 

Thus  the  implication  made  by  Robert  Willis, 
M.D.,  is  verified,  even  in  the  Roll  of  his  own  College, 
that  the  All  Fools’  Day  medical  men,  don’t  want  it  to  be 
known  to  the  world,  that  Harvey  was  born  on  the  1st 
of  April,  and  so  cloud  the  All  Fools’  Day  in  doubt,  about 
the  day^giving  birth  to  a great  man. 

Now  I am  not  going  to  attempt  to  prove  that  if 
Harvey  had  been  born  on  on  any  other  day  than  the  1st 
of  April — All  Fools’  Day — that  there  would  have  been  a 
less  number  of  real  fools  in  the  medical  profession — yet 
as  he  was  born  on  the  1st  of  April,  1578,  and  as  he  has

Not  one 
among  them  has  yet  publicly  asserted,  and  proclaimed 
himself  to  be  a man  of  comprehension.  All  are  afraid  of 
the  truth  being  known — not  afraid  of  a lie  being  pro- 
pagated— yet  afraid  of  the  truth  being  known  to  the  world, 
that  there  are  in  1886,  about  26,000  names  of  medical 
men  in  the  Register,  and  not  one  medical  man  in  England 


is  yet^known  to  the  world  as  having  bent  a knee — at  the 
shrine  of  Harvey’s  Rose — regarding  the  minuter  un- 
recognized discoveries  made  by  Harvey.  I hope  and 
believe  that  there  is  a good  deal  of  salt  in  the  medical 
profession^  yet  the  salt  remains  too  much  underneath 
the  crust  of  aged  imbecility.

ADDITIONAL  REMARKS. 

fl  have  saved  the  life  of  a medical  man  three  times  over, 
from  positive  starvation,  which  has  been  thrust  upon  me  to 
do  so. 

The  Superintendent  of  Guy’s  Hospital  has  allowed  a pro- 
fessional brother — an  M.D.,*  formerly  resident  medical  officer 
in  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  in  Oxford  Street,  near  Hanover 
Square,  W.— suffering  from  softening  of  the  brain,  and  pro- 
nounced incurable ; who  he  knew  would  follow  a friend  about 
like  a dog;  who  he  knew  was  in  debt  in  the  Hospital  for  his 
washing,  where  he  had  been  placed  by  the  British  Medical 
Benevolent  Fund,  through  my  interest— to  come  out  of  the 


* I have  written  and  received  more  than  70  letters  regarding  him. 
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Hospital,  with  his  clothes  in  a disreputable  state,  without  a 
penny  in  his  pocket,  to  sponge  upon  a mere  “stationer” — a 
a bookseller— for  his  positive  bread.  He  looked  and  expressed 
himself,  on  coming  out  of  the  Hospital,  like  a returned  convict, 
rather  than  a member  of  a noble  profession,  who  had  received 
kind  treatment  on  account  of  his  unfortunate  position.  Yes, 
he  had  rather  receive  my  bread  and  lodge  in  Short’s  Gardens, 
W.C.,  than  enjoy  the  luxuries  and  fraternity  of  his  own  brethren 
in  Guy’s  Hospital  where  he  had  studied. 

I am  the  first  to  propose  “ A Wheeled  Hospital  Accident 
Ambulance  System  for  London,” — a system  which  can  scarcely 
be  said  to  exist  even  now  in  London.  It  exists,  however, 
since  my  proposition,  in  Liverpool,  Glasgow,  and  Germany,  as 
well  as  in  other  places  ; for  which  I have  received  no  proper 
recognition. 

Dr.  Nachtel  of  Paris  and  of  New  York,  U.S.A.,  has 
written  a letter,  which  is  printed  and  published,  in  which  he  has 
complained  of  the  uncourteous  proceedings  of  Dr.  Howard 
when  he  was  over  here  with  his  Ambulance,  in  not  stating  that 
Dr.  Nachtel  was  the  suggester  of  the  system.  Neither  Dr. 
Nachtel  nor  yet  Dr.  Howard  have  complained  of  their  own 
uncourteous  proceedings,  in  not  stating  what  was  the  real 
cause  which  led  Dr.  Nachtel  to  suggest,  and  Dr.  Howard 
to  come  over  here  with  his  Ambulance.  Hitherto,  I have  not 
replied  to  Dr.  Nachtel,  nor  to  Dr.  Howard’s  statements,  be- 
cause of  the  great  apparent  prejudices  which  exist  against  any 
honor  being  awarded  me.
